St. Lucke tells us, that the Priſoners 
heard Paul and Silat both performing 
their joint Devotions to God. I ſup- 
poſe no body imagines they pronoun- 
ced their Prayets together. It muſt 
therefore be the Praiſes which 
they ſung jointly, and that with a 
Voice ſo rais'd, as that their Fel-

Hiſtory of the Acts, which I think, 
if duly conſider'd, is to this purpoſe. 


In the 4#b Chapter and 24th Verſe it 
is ſaid, that they [i. e. the Apoſtles 

that were then ut JO and the 
Believers that conſorted with them, 
being aſſembled together] lift up their 
Voice to God with one accord. and ſaid, 
Cc. From the Context it appears, 
that the Worſhip then offer'd was a 
ſolemn Thankſgiving (tho concluded 
with a Petition) and that on à very 


eminent occaſion, the Deliverance of 


Peter and jobn from the Rage of the 
Sanbedrim, by whom, after Exami- 
nation, they were diſmiſs'd without 
Puniſhment, and this in accompliſh- 
ment of David's Prophecy, Pſalm2.1. 
Now the matter being Praiſe and 


Thankſgiving, and that +: dpo wich 


united Voice as well as Heart, I ſee 
no room to doubt but that it was per- 
form'd as an Hymn or facred Song: 
unleſs it ſhould be thought that they

The Sum of what has been fald, is, 


that from divers Texts of Scripture, 


1 collected Out of the New Teſtament 


it does appear, that the Praiſes ol 
God were ſung by conjoint Voices 

hurch, as a part 
of Divine Worſhip ; and that this 
Duty is on ſeveral occaſions regulated, 
injoin'd and recommended to the ſe- 


veral Churches to whom the Apo- 


ſtles wrote their Epiſtles. From 
all this it natutally follows, that 


= it is now the Duty of all Chriſ- 


tians to ſing the Praiſes of God, 
both in their publick Aſſemblies, 
aud in their more private religious 

Exerciſcs. | 
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To this Account from Scripture, 1 
ſhall add one foreign Teſtimony to 
prove that it was ths conſtant Prac- 
rice of the primitive Chriſtians, in 
their religious Aſſemblies, to ſing with 
conjoint Voices, Hymns or Songs of 
praiſe to Chriſt as God, And that is 
of Fliny the younger who was Gover- 
nour of all Pontus, and Bithynia in A- 
ſia M linor, together with the City of 
Byzantium, not as an ordinary Pro- 
conſul, but as the Emperor's immedi. 
ate Lieutenant with extraordinary 
Power. This great Man had for ſome 
time, in obedience to his Maſter's 
Commands, exercis d his Authority in 
a vigorous Proſecution of the Chriſti- 
ans; but finding that if he proceed- 
ed to puniſh all that acknowledg d 
themſelves Chriſtians, he muſt in a 
manner lay waſte his Provinces, he 
thought ĩt neceſſary to write a Let- 
ter to the Emperor himſelf about this 
matter: wherein after having given a 
particular account of his Procedure a- 
gainſt theChriſitans.ang of theirObſti- 
nacy in denne Death, and of the 
great Numbers that had embrac d this 
new Superſtition, as he calls it; h 
relates what upon Examination he ha 
found to be the Sum of the Chriſtian ' 
i „ Practice. 
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Practice. They affim'd, ſays he, that 


the whole. ſum of that Offence or Eyror. 


lay in this, that they were wont on a ſet 
day to meet together before Sun-riſe, and 
to ſing together a Hymn to Chriſt as a God, 
and oblige themſelves by a Sacrament 


noe to commit any Wickedneſs, D 


abſiain from Theft, Robbery, Adultery, 
to keep Faith and to reſtore an Pledg 


intruſted with them; and after that. 


they retir d, and met again at a common 


Meal, in which was nothing extraordina- 


ry or eriminal. This Epiſtle was written 


to Trajan then Emperor, about 7x 
Years after the Death of our Bleſſed 


Saviour, Ann. Dom. 104. and in the
